2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to show or suggest a flying lead deployment apparatus comprising a first 
ROV flying lead interface connected to the frame assembly and one end of the flvina 
lead , and a second ROV flying lead interface connected to the reel assembly and the 
other end to the flvina lead . 

The closest prior art, Colyer #6,796,261 , discloses a deployment apparatus 1 1 
comprising a ROV interface 31 ; however, the interface 31 is not connected to one end 
of the flying lead. Furthermore, Colyer is silent to a second ROV interface connected to 
a reel assembly and the other end of the flying lead.
